M, Gabius Apicius may be said to 
have begun the annals of gastron- 
omy, It is true that Archestratus, a 


epicure of his day, had 


| Greek, preceded him, but Archestratus 


did not, like Apicius, leave behind him 
a work on gastronomy which served 
as an authority for posterity. 

The Greek was a friend of the sor 
of Pericles’ He travelled sea and land 
searching for the most succulent 
edibles. He is credited with being a 
formidable eater, although he was 
small and lean and nothing seemed 
to add flesh to his bones. He wrote 
a didactic poem on gastronomy, every 
verse of which is said to have been e 
precept, but unfortunately, it was lost 

This was not the case with the 
epicurean labors of Apictus, who actu- 
ally spent millions of dollars to gratify 
his palate and the palates of others 
The name of this great connoisseur 
became a proverb tn all matters con- 
nected with gastronomy. He was held 
to be a model to follow in the pleas- 
ures of the table 

Schools of cookery aros 
ed him as their master 
an undying fame 

After squandering the greater part 
of his fortune in searching the known 
world for unusual viands, Apicius took 
stock of what he had left
